THE GOVERNOR. OF FORMOSA'S 
‘MEMORIAL ON RAILWAYS. 

“The following is the full text of General Liu’ 
Ming Chuan’s memorial to the ‘Throne’ on the 
subject of railways for Ching, translated from the 
Hu Paoie. . Between De EY . 

In obcdience ta the command of Her Majesty 
the Empress, Liu’ Ming Chuan submits the 
following memorial, embodying his views upon 
the subject of railways'in China. ; 

On the 16th of the second moon the memo- 
vinlist :received from the Grand Council a com- 
munication transmitting adccree from H. M. the: 
Empress, in which she expressed herself in the 
following terms: . 
Some time previously Her Majesty, in accord- 

+ ance with a request submitted by the Admiralty 
Board, had granted her approval to the; con- 
. struction ofa railway from Tientsin to Tungchaw 
‘Subsequently, upon, the recommendation by 
certain Censors, Yu Ltien Yuen and others, that 
* the. construction ofthis railway line might be 
suspended, Her Majesty referred the cntire 
matter to the conjoint: deliberation of the Admi-. 
talty Board and Grand Council, with orders that 
they submit a memorial in reply. This memo- 
riat having been received, Her Majesty has care- 
fous’ argunrents—uUserel- 
' contained, which arguments, she’ perceives, are 
expressed in ,clear/detail, and suited to the 
importance of the question. All the fallacious 
argumenta ns ndvanced inthe memorials of the’ 
Censors have been, undermined and utterly 
refuted, and it is only the: extreme importanas 
attending the inuguration of a_nationalenter- 
prise that calls fur further consideration, The 
_ high Ministers of the Court have never examin 
the exigencies of coast defence, and their much 
talking widely misses the mark. On the other. 
hand, the various Commanders, Governor: 
General, and Governors, being entrusted. w 
the defence of the territories under ‘thelr juris. 
+, diction, have personnally studied the advantages 
or disadvantages of certain, measures, and if 
they be reqitired to give thir views ypon the 
present requirements of the times, a judicious 
conformity with them would be of high practical 
utility. ' 
Such are the works of Her Majesty, The 
, Memrrialist, on perusing the conjoint memorial 
of the Admiralty Board and Grand Council finds 
' their arguments to be well-stated and to the 
point, and to concur entirely with bis own views. | 
He feels that nothing further: need be said. but.

The condition of the world is such that to, 
preserye it o harmonious whole tranquillity 
must cycrywhere be maintained, but by reason 
of the enormous magnitude of the five continents, 
the maintenance of pence is excessively difficult; 
consequently the, railway and telegraph had-to 
be ‘introduced, These are the motive forces af 
the world, the s-cret of natlonal. prosperity and 
advancemeht. The Courtbas repeatedly called 
for the recommendation of schemere for the 
entichment and strengthening of the Empire. 

‘If, taking the whole question Fito consideration, 
there is one thing of greater, utility and impor- 
tance than railways, then we need not laboriously 
adopt such an idee of Westerns, and incur 
the scandal of the public, But fog. the require:
